Diablo Chapter is very near completion. Thirty 
feet of Rohn 25G tower and a two meter Ringo- 
Ranger (TM) now adorn the chapter roof. I 
believe this tall spire points proudly-at.the 
Stalwart upward interest the club is showing 
in public sérvice communications. It has. been 
a thrill to me to work with so many MDARC 
volunteers willingly joining in projects from 
ARES to Red Cross to RACES. 


I would like to formally thank the following 
amateurs for their participation in making 
W6LGW a reality: WAGAEO, KB6F, WB6YBE, KA6CMG, 
WB6ILMI, AI6V, KAG6HHN, WOKLM, WA6VOR. Their 
interest and individual expertise has made the 
entire effort a complete success! 


I might also add, that without the over- 
Whelming cooperation and friendliness from 
Kmily, Mae, Carole, Richard, Kathy, Eileen, 
Bunny and Fran of the Red Cross Staff, the 
project would still be on the drawing board. 
(We may even see Kathy at the radio classes!). 


The clubs first cooperative effort with the 
Red Cross on September 2nd will be to supply a 
driver and communicator for the Red Cross first 
aid van on the 100 mile bike ride. The Simu- 
lated Emergency Test (SET) on October 13th, 
will be our first formal use of W6LGW. I hope 
you all can participate in ‘this emergency ex- 
cercise. 


Two first-response-operators to activate 
W6LGW have been chosen. They are Dick, WA6YXY 
and Vern, K6UGS, picked by virtue of their 
proximity to Red Cross and their traffic hand- 
ling experience. I need additional operators 
who own two-meter, 220, 450, and 12 volt 80 
meter equipment who live close to Diablo 
Chapter to provide additional support. 


RACES 


Red Cross participation is just a small part 
of the total disaster communications picture in 
Contra Costa County. Perhaps the most signi- 
ficant affiliation MDARC and Red Cross both 
have is that with the State and County Office 
of Emergency Services. All amateurs may parti- 
cipate within state and local gonernment comm- 
unications through OBS in the RACES program. 


RACES is being written in State and County 
disaster plans to play an important role in 
supplemental radio communications in time of 
need. Ron Miller,WB6OJGV, advises that RACES 
will have three primary functions in a disaster 


local hospitals; 2.. provice critical links tbe- 
tween officials in local, county and State 
government; 3..communications from mass shelt- 
ers, areas and assembly points. 


So much for RACES has changed over the years 
that a great deal of research is required to 
make an updated system. The State OES is also 
revising its RACES plan to fit the changing 
requirements California has faced since earlier 
plans. Ron and Dwayne are pouring over volumes 
of information supplied by the County & State. 


When Ron begins requesting your active par- 
ticipation in RACES, I hope, we will all sup- 
port RACES even more ferverently!

If you havn't yet registered your station 
and operating talent with the EC on an ARES 
form, contact Dwayne, Doug, or Ron to do so. 
When amateurs are not wearing their RACES hats 
or Red Cross hats, we remain active covering 
all bases under the name ARES. (We certainly 
have alot going for us.!)
